HERE up O g her Maieſtie being inclinable to ſhew mercy towards ſuch as ſbewe themſelues ready 
to liue lyke true ſubiects in the peace of God and the Kealme, Js pleaſed that by this her Pꝛoclamation it bee 
notified, to all manner of perſons inhabitants within the ſaid Countie of Nozthumberland , in the partes of 
'Tindale and Kiddeldale, that her Maieſtie doth acquite and pardon all ſuch perſons ofthe ſame partes as haue 
committed any offence wozthy death befoze the ſaid moneth of March, and not ſuch as haue committed any ol⸗ 
fence wozthy death ſince the ſayd moneth of March. | 

AND fox the moꝛe certaintie of the perſons that ſhall be pardoned: Her Maieſtie willeth andcommandeth 
that wholoeuer meaneth oz will take any Commoditte of this her Maieſties pardon, ſhall repayze to theLozd 
Chauncellour oz keeper of the great Sealeof England, with certificate vnder the hand and Seale ofthe ſaid 
Duke of Nozthfolke, oꝛ ofthe Loꝛd Grey of Mylton, oz ofthe Warden of the middle oz Eaſt marches, contex⸗ 
ning the name and ſurname of the partie, with an note of ſuch offences as foz the which the partie will re⸗ 
quire his pardon, anda teſtimonie that he hath found ſuretie to bee of good behautour, And therebpon the laid 
L02d Chauncellour oz keeper of the great Seale, ſball graunt to ſuch perſon a ſufficient pardon vnder the great 
Seale of England, ercepting all high treaſons to the perſon of her Maieſtie, and wylfull murders. Andthe 
ſame perſons ſball pay onely ſuch fees koꝛ the ſame, as were payed foz pardons obteyned at her Maieſlies Coꝛo⸗ 
nation, and no greater. 

PROUJDED alwayes that no perſon ſball haue any benefit by fozce of this Pꝛoclamation, but ſuch 
as ſhall ſue foozth a pardon in fourme afozeſaid befoze the laſtday of Hyllary terme next. 4
